The March disarm ament confer­ 
ence in London under United N a­ 
tions auspices may see the United 
States pay genuine attention to the 
Soviet Union's latest proposal for 
a troop pull back from the Iron 
Curtain. 
The Russians suggest putting the 
arm ies on both sides some 500 
miles back 
Reportedly some Washington of­ 
ficials think the idea might have 
some value now, despite all the 
usual fears about Soviet intentions. 
Evidently the big reason is the 
cutback af NATO forces by Brit­ 
ain, France and others. 
Today’s 
defense line in Western Germany 
is becoming less practical as these 
elements are reduced in size. 
There is some feeling, too. that 
chances for 
a unified Germany 
would be sharply improved if the 
lines were moved back. 
Whetted or not we do choose to 
discuss the Russian proposal at 
London, it is dear that the West 
cannot 
fundamentally 
'•elax its 
fnard against the Soviet Union. 
The Russians still have by far 
the largest land armies in Europe. 
Without the backing of Britain, 
France and America, the slowly 
developing 
West German 
army 
would be crunched underfoot by 
the Rd! colossus. Western armies 
poised far back hardly could he 
counted on to halt or even brake 
severely the momentum of huge 
forces driving westward. 
Nuclear weapons 
are another 
story, but of course a two-edged 
sword. 
Western military' experts 
•till seem to prefer a strong hold­ 
ing operation by land forces as a 
vita! counter-move to a westward 
attacking force. 
The real trouble with Russia's 
newest pull-back offer Is the same 
difficulty that has handicapped all 
the others 
It is not made by men 
we have any reason to believe we 
can trust. 
The proposal came right in the 
middle of one of the worst cam ­ 
paigns against the United States 
that Russia has carried on in a 
long time. 
We have been branded 
frantically as an “ aggressor” and 
charged with a variety of offenses. 
Think back to 1955. 
That was 
the year of the “ summit meeting” 
at Geneva, when the “ Geneva spir­ 
it” was born and hopes for peace 
ran higher. 
Soon afterward, the Communist 
arm s deal with Egypt came to 
light. And .so it has always gone. 
Russia never yet has consented 
to perform 
those actions which 
would stand as unqualified proof 
that it is to be trusted in negotia­ 
tions for peace or anything else 
Until it does we had best hedge 
carefully any proposals of our own 
to collaborate in drawing 
back 
European defense lines.
